Many Miles From Telegraph Sta-
tions at Times,

WILL SEND 500 MILES.
Rules Are Ont Governing Man-
agement of Entire Tour.

Wireless telegraph messages sent
from a moving car are to be a featuroe
of the Gldden' tour this year. The
Chalmera Motor company has arranged
tohave care equipped with a complete
wireless outfit. The car will bhe
rigged with apparatus for sending and
recelving messages from a distance of
400 miles.

This year's event, llke that of 1909, is
to extend through a territory where
towns and telegraph stations are far
apart. A wireless telegraph car wouid
ha e proved valuable last yvear in sev-
eral instances. On one occasion a con-
testing ‘car did not report at a night
control. No one had any idea what had

Help Newspaper Men.

That unusual happenings may ba
more speedily reported the wireless car
is to be placed at the disposal of the
newspaper men on the tour.

.nother annoying feature was that in
several small places telegraph stations
were closed at 8 o'clock at night and Iz
was difficiilt to get the wires aftar
dark. With the wireless car in work.
ing order, the wires can be tapped at
any minute. ‘In this way news of the
Glidden tour this yeap will be obtaln-
able at any hour of the day or night.

Follows Pilot Car.

The wireless car {s to follow the pilot
oqr every morning. It will then drop

ack to the last cuar of the routa dur-
ing the day, bringing up the rear at
night. Those desiring to send a mes-
sage would experience little or no de-
lay, whereas if It were necessary 1o
walt until a town was redched hours
of delay would result.

The Glidden tour will traverse sec-
tions of the country whera the telo-
phone s still a rarity. Telegraph sta-
tions will also be far apart, as the tour
progress. The wireless car should be a
wilcome sight to the tourer desiring 1
reach friends at points where theres s
neither telegraph or telephone.

The rulee which are to govern the
1510 mnational reliability tour of the
Amerlean Automoblle association fop
Glidden and Chicago trophies, have
been sent to all automoblile manufivc-
turers. ‘This Is the first time in the
history of the fomous Glidden tour thac
the rules have been issued in a separate
form, and far enough in advance of the
start of the tour to permit prospective
entrants to study them in detail and
make their preparations for the con-
test.

There are twoa trophy awards this
vear; the Glidden trophy and the Chi-
cago trophy.

Must Be Members of A, A, AL

Every entrant must be a membor of
the American Automobile association
or one of its affiliated clubs. Each car
must carry, constantly, its full equnip-
ment as catnlogued by its maker. Con-
siderable additional equirment is per-
mitted under the rules, including tire
inflating tanks or pumps. Cars in the
Glidden division must ecarry four or
mora passengers, and cars in the Chi-
cago, trophy class must carry two or
more persons.

Entrants will re-
ecive their officlal numbers in the ordor
in which entries are reeeived by the
contest board.

Extra Parts Sealed,

! An inventory of all extra parts car-

There wiil be no penalty for tire repairs,
providing the engine s kept running
while guch repalrs are belng made,
Time consuméd In repalring and re-
piacing tires i1s to be added to the day's
running time.

Time wili be allowed for the proper

A pacemaker will precede the cars
each day and any contestant passing
him will be dizqualified. Should tne
peee-making car be disabled the pace-
maker triansfers his flag to the first car
overtaking him.

Cars Guarded at Night.

The referee will establish such
checking =tatlons a8 are neces=ary to
rreven: speeding., S2oh night the con-
testing cars will be parked under guard,
and no adjustments or repalirs can be
made until they are checked out the
following morning. At only the “noon'
and “night' controls can the cars check
in ahead of time.

Observers must note everything

which happens in connectlon with the
cars: the Iength of time of each stop;
the time the engine is stopped; what
work is done, and the number of per-
sons working on the car. tools used, étc.
Thev -must also keep an eye on other
cars, and report each night their ob-
servations. The referee may suspend
observers for violations of the very
striet rules which govern their actions.
Any enirant arrested for speading may
be disqualified by ths referee. 1f a
car-Is mired a team may be employed
to puil it out but the time consumed,
together with other detalls, must be
reported by the observer.
. All the contestants start with a clean
score ” and any disecontinuing as con-
testants before the tour ends. will be
penalized 1,000 points in addition to oth-
ey penaities Incurred by them up to that
time. Three minutes’ leeway will be
given at all checking stations and con-
trols. Work done on a ear by its dri-
ver or passengers is penalized one poinf
per person per minute: if outsiders are
empioyed, two polnts per minute for
each worker., Where driver or passen-
gers make replacemeants the penalty is
two points per worker per minute. It
outsiders are empioyed in making re-
placements the penglty is four polnts
per worker per minute,
